WASHINGTON, June 26. — Un-' 


employment figures issued by the 
Census Bureau today indicate that 
574,647 persons were out of work 
in April in territory comprising ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the 
country, with an estimated popu- 
lation of 29,264,480. 

These are the first figures issued 
by the Government as the result 


ered during the present census. 

Secretary of Commerce Lamont 
said they indicated much less un- 
employment than was generally es- 
timated. 

Those able to work and seeking 
work are listed as unemployed in 
the report, which includes 756 
counties and 75 cities. 

Lamont said since April, when 
the figures were compiled, there 
had been an increase in employ- 
ment because of seasonal occupa- 
tions. The highest percentage of 
unemployment reported for any 
State is the 4.5 per cent in Nevada, 
although the territory ‘surveyed 
there is only a portipn of the State. 

The lowest percentage of unem- 
ployment is assigned to Arkansas, 
and amounts to four-tenths ef 1 
per cent of the total population. 

Among the large industrial 


states, Ohio unemployment for its 


territory surveyed is placed 3.3 per | 
eent, while Pennsylvania’s is 2 per | 
cent, New York 1.9, Massachusetts | 


3 and Illinois 1.6. 

A population survey of individ- 
ual cities in Illinois showed 4 3-10 
per cent of unemployment in a part 
of Chicago.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—After 
sustaining the -President’s veto of 
the so-called Rankin bill for World 
War veterans’ relief, the House this 
afternoon, by a vote of 365 to 4, 
passed a substitute measure, de- 
clared by its sponsors tobe satis- 
factory to the White House. With 
this action, the House ‘completed 
the executicn of a plan agreed upon 
by the Republican leadership Tues- 
day night. 

The new measure, which bears 
the name of Congressman Johnson 
(Rep.), South Dakota, chairman 
of the World War Veterans’ Com- 
mittee, now goes to the Senate. 

Johnson estimated that its cost for 
the first year of operation would 
be $50,000,000, or less than one- 
half the President’s estimate of the 
cost of the other bill. 

For the first time in World War 
relief legislation, the Johnson bill 
establishes the principle of a gen- 
eral disability pension. Compensa- 
tion under the present laws is con- 
fined to those whose disabilities 
are traceable to war service. 

The four voting against the bill 
were Milligan (Dem.), Missouri; 
Kvale (Farmer-Labor), Minnesota; 
Lanham (Dem,), Texas, and John- 
son (Dem.), Texas. 

The vote was 182 for passage 
of the bill over the veto and 188 
against it—a clear majority for 
sustaining the veto. 

Forty-five Republicans voted 
against the position taken by the 
President. Three Democrais, Coch- 
ran of Missouri, Ayres of Kansas 
and Whittington of Mississippi, 
voted with the President. 

Provisions of Substitute Bill. 

The new bill provides for the 
payment of allowances ranging 
from $12 to $40 a month for disa- 
bilities not acquired in the war and 
not now subject to compensation. 
To receive such an allowance a 
man must have served at least 90 
days, must have a permanent disa- 
bility of at least 25 per cent not 
the result of his own “willful mis- 
conduct,” and must not be an in- 
come taxpayer. 

‘Allowances are graded as fol- 
lows: 25 per cent disability, $12 a 
month; 60 per cent, $18: 75 per 
cent, $24, and total disability, $40. 

The bill is a general pension bill 
based on disability and need. As 
the veterans’ law now stands, pay- 
ments are made only to veterans 
whose disabilities can be shown to 
have had connection with their war 


. service. 


To Carry Out Legion’s Desires. 
Opening the brief minute debate 
on the substitute (Johnson) bill, 


- Congressman Luce (Rep.), Massa- 


chusetts, said that the desires of 
the American Legion, as officially 
expressed to Congress, would be 
carried out by the proposed legis- 
lation. The argument of the 
Presidert against the discarded 
bill he characterized as “unanswer- 
able.” 

Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, said 
he was opposed to the bill, but 
would vote for it that it might 
go to the Senate, where he predict- 
ed it would be radically amended, 

Democrats in the debate took the 
position generally that the bill, 
though unsatisfactory, was the best 
obtainable in the circumstances and 
would probably be improved in the 
Senate. 

The President, in his veto mes- 
sage—a document of unexpected 
length—repeated and enlarged his 
previous denunciation of the Dill. 
He held that it was unjustly dis- 
criminatory, that its costs were be- 
yond the capacities of the Govern- 
ment at the present time without 
increased taxation, and that it 
created potential obligations for 
the future far beyond the present 
committments. — 

He declarpd that it was a “radi- 
cal departure from our full tom- 
mittment to provide compensation 
to men for war disability into the 
field of pensions to men who haxe 
incurred disabilities as the incident 
of civil life since the war and hav- 
ing no valid relation to their mili- 
tary service,

’ WASHINGTON, June 26. — The 
text of President Hoover's message 
vetoing the World War veterans’ 
relief bill follows: 

“lI am returning herewith House 
bill 10881 without approval. 

“One of the most repugnant tasks 
which can fall to this office is to 
disapprove of measures intended to 
benefit our sick or disabled men 
who have served our country in 
war. Perhaps as much as any 
other person, I have full realiza- 
tion of the task, the hardships and 
the dangers to which the nation or- 
dered its sons. 

“In sentiment and in sympathy 
I should desire no greater satisfac- 
tion than to support just measures 
which are proposed for their ben- 
efit. But I want a square deal be- 
tween véterans—not unjust dis- 
criminations between specjal groups 
—and I do not want wasteful or 
unnecessary expenditures. 

“The country already generously 
provides for the 280,000 men whose 
health or earning power is shown 
to have been impaired by their 
service in the war and for 91,000 
dependents of the men who suf- 
fered or died. That is and should 
be a first charge upon the nation. 

Measure “Adds Nothing.” 

‘This measure except for a small 
part adds nothing to the aid of 
veterans wounded or disabled in 
the war. It is a radical departure 
from our full eommitment to pro- 
vide compensation to men for war 
disability into the field of pension 
to men who have incurred disabili- 
ties as the incident of civil life 
since the war and having no valid 
relation to their military service. 

“It provides that in respect to 
veterans who between the years 
1925 and 1930 shall have become 
afflicted with any one of the ex- 
tensive category of diseases and 
thus disabled, there is established 
‘presumption’ that these diseases 
originated from their service and 
that they should be ‘compensated’ 
or pensioned upon the basis of men 
who suffered as the result of ac- 
tual military service. 

“This provision would give war 
disability benefts to from 75,000 
te 100,000 men who were not dis- 
abled as the result of war. In 
other words, the bill purports to 
establish that men who have en- 
joyed good health for a minimum 
of seven years (from 1918 to 1925) 
since the war, or a maximum of 12 
years (to 1930) and who have then 
become afflicted, have received 
such affliction from their war 
service. 

“I am informed by the director 
of the veterans’ bureau that the 
medical council of the bureau, con- 
sisting of most eminent physicians 
and surgeons, supported by the 
whole experience of the bureau, 
agree conclusively that this legal 
‘presumption’ that affliction from 
diseases mentioned in the bill be- 
tween 1925 and 1930 is not a physi- 
cal possibility and that the pre- 
sumpton constitutes a wholly false 
and fictitious basis for legislation 
in veterans’ aid. This is confirmed 
by a recent resolution of so emi- 
nent a body as the American Med- 
ical Association. 


“The spectacle of the govern- 
ment practicing subterfuge in order 
to say that what did not happen 
in the war did happen in the war, 
impairs the integrity of govern- 
ment, reduces the respect for gov- 


ernment, and undermines the 
morale of all the people: 
“Fictitious Presumption” 
“The practical effects of this 


enactment of a fictitious ‘presump- 
tion’ into law are widespread. It 
creates a long train of injustices 
and inequalities. The first is to 
place men of this class who have 
in fact been disabled in civil life 
since the war upon the same basis 
~s the men who were wounded ip 
battle and suffered the exposures 
of the trenches, 

“But a second injustice immedi- 
ately arises. The Veterans’ Bureau 


in the neighborhood of 380,000 pos- 
sible cases of disability incurred in 
civil life since the war amongst the 
4,300,000 living veterans. By this 
legislation all excebt somewhere 
between 75,000 and 100,000 of 
these men are excluded from this 
aid by the Government except for 
benefits which they already receive

insurance. 
fore, create a preferred group of 
one-third among the men who are 
suffering from disabilities incurred 
in civil life since the war. 

“The further injustice of this bill 
may become more apparent when 
it is realized that men who were 
enrolled in the army who remained 
but comparatively few days or 
weeks in service, without ever leav- 
ing their home states, will receive 
aid upon the same basis as those 
men who passed through the battle 
of the Argonne. They jmay come 
upon the Government payroll for 
life in case of total disability at 
rates from $80 to $200 per month. 

“Beyond this again, under the 
provisions of this bill as it affects 
the existing law, many thousands 
of men who have in fact incurred 
their disabilities in civil life may 
receive larger allowances from the 
Government than the men actually 
wounded at the front. — 

“Tt has been contended that the 

Government has the right to dis- 
prove the ‘presumption’ that any 
of the long list of diseases enume- 
rated in this bill are not of war 
origin. But the burden of such 
proof is placed upon the Govern- 
ment and all the experience of the 
veterans’ bureau shows that such 
rebuttal is ineffective, as the evi- 
dence surrounding sueh questions 
as a rule cannot be secured or 
made clear and conclusive. 
. “Additional inequalities and in- 
justices arise from certain other 
provisions. At the present time 
any veteran who may become ill or 
disabled as the incident of civil 
life is received in Government hos- 
pitals if there is a vacant bed and 
given free treatment. 

“This bill provides that such 
cases received in thé hospitals shall 
in addition to free treatment also 
receive cash allowances, and that a 
dependency allowance under cer- 
tain restrictions shall be made to 
their families. 

“The number of men of this type 
who are taken into Federal hos- 
pitals depends upon the number of 
beds unoccupied by men actually 
disabled from illness or injury in- 
curred during the war, that being 
the major purpose of the hospitals. 


“Accident or Luck.” 

“It is, therefore, a matter of ac- 
cident or luck as to whether a 
given veteran ill from sickness aris- 
ing in civil life is able to secure 
these facilities. An ill and destitute 
veteran may not have the luck to 
find a bed, in which case he neither 
receives treatment nor does his 
family receive an allowance. Yet a 
veteran of independent means may 
be fortunate enough to secure both. 

“This bill departs from the tradi- 
tional basis upon which we have 
given support to the veterans of the 
Civil and Spanish wars. We have 
always recognized the principle in 
that legislation that the veterans of 
less than 90 days’ service, unless 
they have a disability incurred in 
line of duty, should be excluded 
from benefits because such men 
have not been called by actual war 
service. Recently in the Spanish 
War veterans’ bill, against my pro- 
test, this was reduced to 70 days, 
but in the bill we are here consid- 
ering there is no requirement what- 
ever of service, and a man with 
one day’s service after enrollment 
ig entitled to all of the benefits. 
Here we create at once an injustice 
between veterans of different wars 
and between men whose lives were 
endangered and those who incurred 
no risks. 

No Restriction on Benefits 

“There is no provision in this 
bill against men of independent 
means claiming benefits from the 
Government for these disabilities 
arising in civil life. Surely it is of 
vital importance to the taxpayers, 
who directly or indirectly include 
all veterans themselves, that they 
Shall not be called upon to con- 
tribute to such men of independent 
means. Moreover, it is equally im- 
portant that the amount the nation 
can find for this burden should 
not be dissipated over those with- 
out need but should be devoted to 
those who are in actual need. A 
declaration of destitution and pau- 
perism from veterans is not neces- 
sary. I have never advocated such 
a@ declaration. It can, however,

“Tl have already protested to 
Congress in other connections 
against the inclusion of compensa- 
tion for disablemént due to vicious 
habits.

‘compensation for some misconduct 


disabilities, the whole conception of 
which must be repugnant to decent 
family life. 

“Wasteful and Extravagant” 

“No government can proceed 
with intelligence that does not take 
into account the fiscal effects of its 
actions. The bill in a wasteful and 
extravagant manner goes far be- 
yond the financial necessities of the 
situation. Gen. Hines, after renewed 
examination, reports that this bill 
as finally passed will cost $110,000,- 
000 the first year; that this will in- 
crease the life cf these veterans. 
crease during the life of these vet- 
erans. The provision in the bill for 
review after three years in my view 
will never relieve us from commit- 
ments once entered upon. And this 


Yis but a portion of the costs, because 


the bill as enacted contains indirect 
liabilities to the Government of un- 
certain but very large possibilities. 
The amendments to section 19 of 
the World War veterans’ act will 
increase the liabilities cf the Gov- 
ernment by a total of over $40,000,- 
000 and the amendments to section 
206 or 209 of the act’ will increase 
liabilities -to a- substantial but un- 
certain amount, | 

“These costs are beyond the ca- 
pacity of the Government at the 
present time without increased tax- 
ation. They are larger than the vet- 
erans have themselves proposed. 

"Beyond this, and of vital im- 
portance ,are the potential obliga- 
tions which are created and must 
finally be met. For instance, if we 
attempt to set up a system of re- 
lief to veterans suffering from dis- 
abilities incurred in civil life py 
establishing the ‘presumptions' of 
this bill, then we cannot with fair- 
ness stop with a preferred group of 
75,000 to 100,000 men. We shall 
have to extend these ‘presumptions’ 
step by step over the entire group 
of 380,000. The additional cost 
upon the basis of the first 100,000 
could readily add another $150,- 
000,000 or $200,000 a year. If we 
are going to make cash allowances 
to men disabled from sickness or 
accident arising in civil life now in 
government hospitals, together with 
cash allowances to their families, 
we must consider the fate of oth- 
ers in the same class who are s0 
unfortunate as not to be able to 
find an empty bed. There are ap- 
proximately 13,000 such cases of 
illness arising from civil life in the 
Federal hospitals at the present 
time. 

“The medical council of the 
Veterans’ Bureau states that there 
are at least 89,000 such cases that 
will eventually have a right to 
hospitalization if beds are availa- 
ble. 

‘In addition to hospitals now 
building, we should need to expend 
another $140,000,000 in. construc- 
tion to take care of such further 
cases, and then be faced with an 
annual maintenance cost of about 
$60,000,000, all in addition to what 
we are providing now. To this 
against must be added the cash al- 
lowance to the further number of 
men for whom we make additional 
beds available in hospitals, and the 
allowance to their families which 
will in itself aggregate a further 
great annual sum. 

“It is disagreeable to point out 
these potentialities lest it be 
thought that the Government be- 
grudges its veterans. I am not pre- 
senting these reasons in any such 
sense, but in order that Congress 
and the country may be apprised 
of the real magnitude of the bur- 
den imposed and of the injustices 
arising from this legislation. 

“Even if I were able to overlook 
these burdens, for monetary con- 
siderations are indeed secondary, I 
cannot overlook the discrimina- 
tions and injustices which this leg- 
islation creates, together with its 
failure to meet the real need that 
exists today among our veterans in 
a fundamental and soumd manner.

“The biil that the President has 
vetoed,” he said, “contained so 
many inequalities that I could not 
conscientiously favor it when there 
is an opportunity to get a law that 
will extend equal- treatment to 
every disabled veteran. 

“The substitute bill is not as lib- 
eral as I should like to see it, but 
the authors have left froom for 
improvement by the Senate and I 
am sure that when it retufns from 
the Senate it ,will be much more 
acceptable. Its cost to the Govern- 
ment will be over $50,000,000 the 
first year. It is a step in the right 
direction and can be liberalized 
from time to time. 

“All veterans who would have 
been taken care of under the bill 
voted will be cared for under the 
substitute. The compensations will 
not be as high, but they will be 
cared for.”

The no- 
tice was signed by a National Bank 
Examiner. 

William Taylor of Cleveland, 
Federal Bank Examiner, recently 
completed an audit of the Brother- 
hood bank and last Monday two 
changes were made in the official 
personnel of the bank shortly after 
directors said: the depesitory was 
in sound condition. Michael G. 
Heintz was named vice president; 
succeeding Lyman Norris, resigned, 


and William L. Luebbe was ap- 


pointed assistant cashier in place 
of Harry Rosenblum, who also re- 
signed. J. J.. Castillini, president, 
also was removed, the board an- 
nounced. : 

‘Norris and Rosenblum were ar- 
rested late today on Federal war- 
rants issued by U. 8. District At- 
torney Haveth A. Mau, who charged 
them with conspiracy in connection 
with the closing of the brotherhood 
bank. 

Norris and Rosenblum were ar- 
raigned before United States Com- 
missioner August. Esiemon and 
pleaded not guilty. Mau asked that 
bonds be fixed at $25,000 each, The 
warrants charged conspiracy to 
violate the national banking act. 

Rumors of difficulties were re- 


ported at the bank shortly after, 


the Cosmopolitan Bank & Trust 
Co, closed 16 days ago. The latter 
depository was closed as a result of 
the $1,000,000 peculations of A. W.

United States District Attorney

was found to be short $623,000 
in his accounts with the Cosmopoli- 
tan Bank, but Federal bank exam- 
iners would not disclose the size of 
his account with the Brotherhood 
Bank. Mau said Shafer’s collateral 
with the Brotherhood Bank con- 
sisted of Cities Service stock certi- 
ficates which bore forged indorse- 
ments. 

The Board of Directors closed 
the Brotherhood Bank following a 
slight run which existed for a 
week, and culminated in the heavy 
withdrawal of $1,000,000 in the last 
three days. Assets were placed in 
the hands of the Comptroller of the 
Currency of the United States for 
liquidation. 

Nelson Schwab, Hamilton Coun- 
ty prosecutor, later said loans ap- 
proximating $225,000 and secured 
by alleged forged securitiés had 
been made to Shafer by the Broth- 
erhood Bank. The prosecutor said 
his investigation led him to believe 
that no other Cincinnati bank was 
involved in Shafer’s peculations. 
Interest Rate Recently Increased. 

The Brotherhood Bank recently 
announced it had increased its rate 
of’interest paid on deposits from 
4 to 5 per cent. 

Deposits at the bank are said 
to have totaled $4,800,000 and 
after the change in afficials was 
made Monday the board of direc- 
tors safd deposits withdrew more 
than $1,000,000. . 

United States District Attorney 
Mau said that Taylor and I. J. 
Fulton, another Cleveland National 
Bank Examiner, had been in con- 
ference with him concerning the 
affairs of the Brotherhood banks 
for nearly two weeks. 

The majority of the bank's 
stock is owned by the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Steamship Clerks, 
Freight Handlers, Express and 
Station Employes, of which theré 
are 120,000 members in the United 
States. .The bank was established 
at a convention of the Brotherhood 
held at Dallas, Texas in 1922. The 
local. building was constructed im- 
mediately . and the depository 
opened its doors in 1923.

Indictments of 14 individuals 
under the Jones amendment to the 


: Volstead law were included in the 


final report of the Federal grand 
jury made to Judge Faris this aft- 
ernoon. 

Action of theh jury upon cases 
presented to it under the Jones 
amendment, providing five years’ 
imprisonment, $10,000 fine, or 
both, for illegal sale, manufacture, 
import or export of liquor, indi- 
cated that the jury took to itself 
a privilege the law provided for 
the courts—that of distinguishing 
between commercial violations and 
those of slight or casual nature. 

The jury voted no true bill in 
more than half such cases present- 
ed to it by Assistant District At- 
torney Hapke. The defendants, 
some of whom were jailed owing to 
inability to give bond, will be dis- 
charged.

in 1912 Campaign; Sold Albany 
eS im 1925, 


ARMONK, N. a ag June 26.—Wil- 
liam Barnes, former leader of the 
Republican party in New York 
State, died at his home here yes- 
terday of pneumonia. He was 64 
years old. In recent years he had 
virtually retired from politics. 

The political career which he be- 
gan soon after being graduated* 
from Harvard College in 1888 
reached its zenith in 1912, when 
he was credited with engineering 
the re-nomination of President 
Taft, ex-President Roosevelt bolted 
and ran on the Progressive ticket. 

Mr. Barnes was a member of the 
Republican State Committee from 
1892 to 1914 and served as chalr- 
man during the last three of those 
years. From 1912 to 1916 he was 
a member of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. 

“A year after he left college he 


| became owner of the Albany Eve- 
ning Journal, which had been 


founded by his maternal grandfa- 


ther, Thurlow Weed. He sold the 
paper in 1925.

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MISSOURI CENSUS GAIN 
MOSTLY I BG CITES 


‘Decreases in 56 Counties 
Shown in Chamber of Com- 
merce Analysis. 


While Missouri is expected to 
show an increase in population 
since 1920, the gain will come al- 
most altogether from St Louis, St. 
Louis County, Kansas City and 
Jackson County. 

An analysis by the research de- 
partment of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of census reports from 79 of 
the 114 counties, shows that §6 
counties lost population during the 
@ecade and 235 gained, most gains 
Deing small. 

Seyen counties had increases of 
more than 20 per cent, led by St 
Louis County, the population of 
which will exceed 200,000 when 
the last of its five townships is re- 
ported, compared with 100,737 in 
1920—a gain of more tham 160 per 
cent. Other counties in thi cate- 
gory are Jackson, (Kanees City); 
Greene (Springfield); Cele (Jeffer- 
son City); Mississippi, New Madrid 
and Pemiscot. 

Three counties, #8t Francois, 
Cape Girardeau and Marion—had 
increases between 10 and 20 per 
cent, and five—St. Charies, Frank- 
lin, Taney, Miller and Dunklin— 
had 5 to 10 per cent gains. Eight 
counties had increases of less than 
5 per cent, namely: Jefferson, 
Washington, Ste. Genevieve, Coop- 
er, Boone, Pulaski, Gasconade and 
Scott. It will be observed that 
the increases occurred chiefly in 
the vicinity of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Springfield and in South- 


eastern Missouri. 
The data indicate that Missouri 


is reflecting, to a marked degree, | 
the national shifting of population | 
from the country to urban regions. | 
Most of the 35 counties for which | 
figures are not yet available, are 
in the northwestern part of the | 
State. St. Louis gained only 5.8 | 


per cent on the basis of the pre- 
liminary official figures. 

There were decreases of popula- 
tion in the following 56 counties, 
as reported by the Chamber of 
Commerce:

Gravois already is wide from 
Grand to the southwestern city 
limits. The State Highway Depart- 
ment is now widening the concrete 
on Gravois from 20 to 56 feet for 
a mile between the city limits and. 
Weber road. 

Since no exceptions are pending 
in the Gravois condemnation case, 
final judgment can be entered in 
court when the city is ready and 
the agreement with Stifel, Nich- 
Olaus & Co., who will arrange the 
discount of benefit bills, is that 
cash is to be provided as judg- 
ments are entered. The benefit 
discount ordinance will become 
effective about Aug. 1. At least 90

ARTICLE IV. 


From Liberty to 
Prohibition. 


HE people of the United States 
T were promised a millennium, a 
veritable paradise on earth, 
once the Dusiness of making and 
selling liquor was abolished. 
Among the predictions, I choose 
one of the mildest. The Rev. 
Charles Stelzie, a minor but accred- 
ited prophet, wrote in 1918: 
When saioons are closed... 
a good many volicemen will 
lose their jobs. So will some 
jail keepers. Some judges will 
not be so busy. .. . Policemen, 
judges and jail keepers will be 
more profitably employed than 
when they “punished” booze- 
soaked men. Lawyers will not 
have so many cases of certain 
kinds which grow out of the 
liquor business, directly and in- 
directly. Doctors will not be 
called upon so frequently by 
those who now suffer because 
the saloons aré wide open. 
These quotations are taken from 
the Rev. Mr. Stelzle’s book, “Why 
Prohibition,” which was used as a 
text-book during the submission of 
the eighteenth amendment to the 
states. I fear they. will not in- 
crease his value as a prophet. 
There is not a cémmunity where 
these glowing words of hope and 
cheer have not been dismally re- 


futed.

Doleful Official Report.

We declare Tee. <3 "4 
an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution which shall forever 
prohibit throughout the territory 
of the United States the manu- 
facture, and sale, and importa- 
tion, exportation and transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors, to 
be used as a beverage. 

Within seven years from the 
adoption of this resolution by the 
Anti-Saloon League, it was writ- 
ten in the Constitution of the 
United States. 

From the moment of its adop- 
tion and the passage of the Vol- 
stead act, which seeks to enforce 
it, the whole temper of this coun- 
try. in dealing with the admitted 
evil of drink, changed from a spirit 
of temperance to one of persecu- 
tion. 

I do not believe that many sin- 
cere prohibitonists could have 
guessed in 1813, or even in 1917, 
or 1920, what evils and what men- 
ace their proposai contained. 

- In those days we did not know 
as much about the Anti-Saloon 
League as we do now. ~ 

It held itself out to the churches, 
in Wayne B. Wheeler's words, as 
an “educational, scientific. and 
charitabie”’ institution. It did not 
tell the good people of its secret 
intent “to pry open the churches” 
and use them for money appeals 
from their altars. The Anti-Saloon 
League, then, had not been forced 
to reveal how its funds were col- 
Jected and expended. it did not 
tell the small contributor that ‘his 
silver offering was split 50-50 be- 
tween the exhorter and the league.

Miners’ Strikes Among 
{ $ A ti iti in 
This Country.

MOSCOW, June 26.—Coincident 
with the opening day of the Six- 
teenth Congress of the All Union 
Communist Party. the Soviet press 
prints a review of the achieve- 
ments of the Boisheviks since the 
last meeting of the party two years 


The statement says the Commun- 
ist regime in the two years has 
made more progress industrially, 
socially and agriculturally than 
during the entire preceding decade. 

Industrially, asserts the . review, 
Soviet Russia within a short period 
will catch up with and even sur- 
pass the foremost capitalist coun- 
tries like the United States, this 
without the aid of foreign loans. 

The so-called socialized sector or 
combined state and collective 
farms, the review declares, which 
two years ago produced only 2 per 
cent of Russia’s agricultural output 
today is producing 50 per cent of 
the marketable grain yield. 

To Exterminate Kulaks. 

The review continues: 

“These achievements by the 
proletariat were accompanied - by 
a bitter fight against the capital- 
istic elements and the class enemy. 
Our agricultural collectivization 
scheme already is so highly suc- 
cessful that it will enable us to 
exterminate the Kulak (rich peas- 
ant) as a class within the Soviet 
Union which will open a new efa 
in socialistic construction. 

“Thus we are approaching a pe- 
riod when ‘Nepman Russia’ (new 
economic policy) will be converted 
into ‘Socialistic Russia.’ ”’ 

Declaring that members of the 
right wing opposition are agents 
of the Kulak, the review, which 
undoubtedly was inspired by the 
Kremlin, warns opponents of the 
Communist party that they will 
not longer be tolerated. The Re- 
view adds: “The sixteenth Con- 
gress will go down in history as 
the Congress of victorious advance 
toward Socialism.” 

Reviewing the work of the Com- 
munist Internationale, the news- 
paper Pravda urges the American 
Communist party to intensify its

MALTA SITUATION DEADLOCKED, 
HOUSE OF LORDS I$ INFORMED 


LONDON, June 26.—Lord Pass- 
field, Minister for Colonies, told 
the House of Lords yesterday that 
the situation in Malta was at a 
deadlock between the British Gov- 
ernment and the Vatican. He said 
the Vatican had stipulated that 
Lord Strickland, Premier of Malta, 
should not remain in office. 

“It would be intolerable.” he 
said, “that any foreign authority, 
even the Vatican, should say that 
it could not endure the presence 
of his majesty’s service of any 
particular person. 

“The British Government has in- 
formed the Vatican that a resump- 
tion of negotiations must be con- 
ditional on orders being given by 
the Holy See to the Bishops of Mal- 
ta and Gozo which would restore 
to the people of Malta their com- 
plete freedom to exercise political 
rights.” 

These instructions, he said, have 
not been given.

Declining Beef Prices. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispaich: 
WONDER whether the city peopie 
realize how sharp has been the break 

in the cattle market this spring and 
whether this situation is refiected in 
the prices that the city people pay for 
beefsteaks and roasts, etc. I notice from 
official reports published by the U. &. 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics that 
medium to choice steer carcasses are 
selling at wholesale at 14 to 16% cents 
per pound. Naturally, these Carcasses 
include the very choicest steaks and 
roasts, along with the commoner, 
teugher portions, which, of course, the 
retail butcher has to sell at relatively 
lower prices. 

Just a year ago ‘today these same 
grades of steer carcasses were selling at 
wholesale at 22 to 24 cents per pound. 
In other words, wholesale prices of beef 
at this time are around 30 per cent lower 
than they were a year ago. The big | 
meat packers have been complaining 
for the past week or two that their cool- 
ers are stocked with fine carcasses that 
they are unable to move into consump- 
tien. UWnemplorment is widespread ai 
this time and no doubt the demand for 
beef is not as great as it would be nor- 
mally. . 

Don’t you believe that if the retailer 
would put on great bargain sales of meat 
in times like this, as the department 
stores Go, and advertise fine roasts and 
steaks at small margin over first cost, 
they would help the packers get rid of 
their surplus?

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EX-SENATOR VARDAMAN. 
OF MISSISSIPPI DIES 


Represented State During World 
War; Also Served as 
3 Governor. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 26.— 
James Kiball Vardaman, former 
Governor of Mississippi and pic- 
turesque figure in the United States 
Senate during the World War pe- 
riod, died here yesterday. He was 


68 years old. 
Mr. Vardaman, who  becaine 
known in the Senate as the 


“white chief” because of his 
custom of wearing white cloth- 
ing in contrast to his flow- 
ing hair, succtmbed to an ill- 
ness of nearly five years which fol- 
lowed a nervous collapse. He died 
at the home of a daughter. As an 
editor, attorney, chief executive and 
legislator he was prominent in 
public life in Mississippi for nearly | 
half a century. He served in the 
State Legislature froia 1890 until 
1896 and as Governor from 1904 
to 1908. His Senate term fas from 
1913 until 1919. 

During his tenure of office in 
Mississippi he was actively engaged 
in prison reform work and spon- 
sored legislation for erection of a 
hospital for the insane and in pro- 
viding a deaf and dumb institute. 
As candidate for Governor he ad- 
vocated limiting the expenditure 
for Negro education to the amount 
of taxes paid by Negroes. Varda- 
man was known as a powerful po- 
litical campaigner and his follow- 
ing, particularly in the rural sec- 
tions, was strong for years. :

OW, of course, the great cen- 
tral argument raised to those 
who are made stars is that it 
means more money for them.

He has been content 
to appear in support of feminine 
celebrities. And today he has a 
nice fortune and his nerves are 
quiet and normal, where mine have 
more than once gone on edge un- 
der the stress and strain of star- 
dom. Further, he has had eight 
far happier years than I. He has 
had a wide variety of parts, while 
I have been restricted by the de- 
mands of theater owners to a nar- 
row circle of roles, with only a few 
exceptions. 

When this man started as .a 
leading man, about four of us, all 
his friends, were made stars. The

start again in this business, no one 
would ever get a chance to “pin 
the crown” on me.

One of the many disadvantages 
of being a star is that it brings 
about a situation of the little-old- 
man-of-the-sea order.

| BSOLUTELY without qualifica- 


Py service you get in hotels, at the 
tailor’s, on dining gars, etc. Like- 
wise, many, many sincere letters 
come from fans expressing senti- 
ments about your work which make 
you very happy. And TIll admit 
freely that I have never gotten over 
the thrill I feel every time I pass 
a theater marquee on which my 
name is flashing in big lighted let- 
ters. 

But in spite of all this I still in- 
sist that the disadvantages of star- 
dom far outweigh its advantages. 

I tell you quite frankly that if 
any climbing youngster in the film 
colony comes to me for advice as 
to whether or not to accept an op- 
portunity to star, my answer will 
be emphatically, “No!” I know 
full well, of course, that such ad- 
vice will never be taken. Any 
youngster whom I might so address 
would thank me politely and then 
go straight to the office where pen 
and ink awaited his signature to 
the document which would raise 
him to the “glory seats” of film- 
dom. You can't talk to anybody 


four of us have had varying suc- 
cess. But an investigation of his 
record shows that his percentage 
of flops, semi-failures, has been far 
iess than ours. His prestige is ab- 
solutely unimpaired. Among the 
stars I don’t know one who doesn't 
worry terribly if even a single pic- 
ture goes bad. It is an axiom 
among stars that “Have three bad 
pictures in a row and you're out.” 
But my friend has several flops on 
his list that came in consecutive 
order, and yet they haven't damned 
him in the least, although they 
definitely hurt the feminine star 
whom he supported. 

The selection of my friend as a 
leading man in a picture support- 
ing a star is studio business only. 
That is, if it is a part suited to 
him he is selected for it by the 
director. If he himself doesn’t like 
it, he can ask for a transfer. A 
capable leading man usually has a 
choice of several roles at a time, 
from which he takes the part he 
thinks he would best enjoy. He 
might be a French Apache in one 
picture, a comedian in the next and 
Hamlet in his third production. He 
is able to keep broad in his work, 
to change and shift in order to

that is, so far as the public is con- 
cerned, The directors and the 
writers have their part, certainly, 
and I enjoy as much as they do 
the fruits of success. But in case 
of a flop, there is no division of 
blame! The poor old star gets it 
all. 

Right now I am playing my first 
nonstar role in many years and I 
never was happier in my life. 1 
refer to my part in Cecil B. de 
Mille’s production, “Madame Sa- 
tan.” It’s the kind of thing I’ve 
been trying to do ever since the 
first two years I was a star. But 
always they came back to me with:
